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Gustus takes Senate race 


Political newcomer William Gustus 
took the Democratic nomination for 
State Senate in Tuesday's election, 
He defeated Bob Cain of Wilmington 
and Regina Villa of Manchester and 
will face Republican State Senator 
Robert Buell of Boxford in the 
November election, 

Warm fall weather and two local 

*candidates contributed to a respec- 
table 27.2 percent turnout in a very 
quiet primary. A total of 2494 people 
voted in Wilmington, including 204 
people who cast Republican ballots, 
on which there were no contests. 

Preliminary fi in the State 
Senate race indicate that Gustus 
received 96 percent of the vote, with 
3101 votes in the entire district. Cain 
and Villa tied for percentage at 32, 
Cain received 2785 votes, Villa 2759. 
In Wilmington, the tally was Gustus 
1145, Cain 1072, and Villa 73. 


Gustus said that he had spent 
nearly $9000 in his campaign, com- 
pared to Cain’s $300. 

In the Congressional contest, 
Robert Hatem carried Wilmington by 
a slim margin but lost the district. 
Congressman James Shannon carried 
54 percent of the district, with 41,153 
votes to Hatem’s 34,577, In 
Wilmington the vote was Hatem 1135, 
Shannon 1088. In 1978, Hatem had 
carried Wilmington by a much more 
secure margin. 

Shannon will face Republican 
candidate William Sawyer in the 
November election. 

Wilmington voters had both 
Democratic Congressional can- 
didates on hand Tuesday to greet 
them at the polls, C man 
James Shannon and candidate Robert 
Hatem each spent a large part of the 
day at Wilmington High School. 


Town meeting 
Monday night 


Wilmington will hold a special town 
meeting on Monday night to vote on 
an issue that was a very hot topic 
earlier this year. 

Article One of the special town 
meeting asks that the town ratify the 
bonding authority for sewer con- 
struction, and for construction of the 
town's new water treatment plant. 

Last spring, after a similar article 
was defeated at the annual town 
meeting, a special town meeting in 
June drew nearly 800 voters, probably 
a record for Wilmington town 
meetings. The town meeting voted 
overwhelmingly to ratify the bond 
issue, Bond counsel, however, refused 
to recognize the town meeting vote, 
because of a flaw in the posting. 
There had been a hdjiday in the period 
between the posting of the meeting 


and the date of the meeting. The 
result was that the town had not met 
the minimum number of days 
required for giving notice of a town 
meeting. 

Water and Sewer Com- 


ratification of the bond issue to allow 
them to proceed with construction 
projects already underway. Bonding 
had been previously approved, but not 
to the satisfaction of bond counsel. 
Article Two on the warrant for 
Monday night’s meeting asks that the 
town allow the Wilmington 
Redevelopment Authority to alter its 
layout plan for Jewel Drive. A new 
developer has already contracted to 
finish the WRA project on Jewel 
Drive. The change in the plan was 
brought about by the new developer. 


VOTERS OF WILMINGTON 


Because all six Wilmi 
precincts vote at one loci 
Wilmington affords a candidate the 
opportunity to greet a higher con- 
centration of voters than any other 
location in the area. Most towns have 
their precincts vote at separate 
locations. 

Edward Henneberry won the 
nomination for sheriff, with 28 per- 
cent of the vote. Thomas Corkery of 
Reading carried Wilmington with 556 
votes, but only received five percent 
in the county race. 

The top draw in Wilmington was 
State Rep. Jim Miceli, running 
unopposed for re-election. He 
received 1728 votes, with only five of 
Wilmington’s six precincts in his 
district. In precinct three, State Rep. 
Michael Barrett, also unopposed in 
the primary, received 216 votes.

During the past week there have 
been statements by both the federal 
and the state governments about the 
control of toxic wastes. The surgeon 
general of the United States has said 
that such control is a “major and 
growing public health problem.” The 
Attorney General of the Com- 
monwealth has issued a similar 
statement. 

Such statements will of course 
alarm the public. They are intended 
to inform, Unfortunately, they are 
not wholly complete. The public is 
informed, to a degree, and that, in 
itself is sometimes enough to cause 
alarm. 

Wilmington is near the s0-called 
Woburn Dump. It has had, over the 
years, odors from rotting carcasses 
and hides. There have been alarming 
discoveries of chemical waste 
deposits, and fairly large sums of 
money are being spent. 

‘The Woburn Dump, so-called, is 
downstream from Wilmington. That 
is an accident of geography which can 
make the residents of Wilmington feel 
better. 

But Wilmington does have a 

roblem, The Chestnut Street well 

is been shut down for about 15 
months, because the state Depart- 
ment of Quality Engineering (DEQE) 
had discovered trichloroethylene 
(TCE) to in water. 
Trichloroethylene is a suspected 
carcinogin, and the DEQE ordered 
the well shut down. 

No one has definitely proven, as far 
as is known, that TCE is a car- 
cinogenic. Nor has anyone definitely 
proven that it is not. The well is 
closed, and it remains closed. 

Arnold Blake, who was at one time 
one of the water and sewer com- 
missioners of Wilmington, is a man 
with an analytical way of thinking. 
He did some mathematics, as a resul| 


Chestnut Street well was in the order 
of 160 parts per billion. Parts per 
billion is a relatively new way of 
measuring. For many years parts 
per million was the extreme in figures 
used. In the Chestnut Street well it 
was about 160 parts per billion, TCE 
to water. 

That would mean, Blake figured 
out, that it would take over 40 years, 


drinking two of water every 
day from the itnut Street well, for 
@ person to get one teaspoonful of 


a carcinogen, he wondered 
a person must ingest, to get a case of 
cancer, and how it would take to 
get the needed amount. 

Mr. Blake has since retired from 
the Board of Water and Sewer 
Commissioners. The other com- 
missioners did not let any grass grow 
under their feet, however. 


An engineering firm was hired, to 
drill holes around the Chestnut Street 
well, and to test for TCE in those 
holes. The idea was to find the source 
of the trichloroethylene, 

No formal report has ever been 
made, The engineering firm ran tests 
for about five months. It involved the 
pumping of a lot of water. The tests 
cost the water department about 
$3,000 per month. It was definitely 
determined that the TCE did not come 
from an outside source. All the TCE 
that was found was close to the well. 

These preliminary reports led the 
Town Crier to conclude that the TCE 
at the Chestnut Street well came from 
the paint brushes of the men who 
painted that building at the time of 
construction. They washed out their 
brushes in paint thinner. They may 
have dumped that paint thinner onto 
the ground. ‘The paint thinner may

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have contained TCE, which is almost 
a universal solvent. 

The same story is probably to be 
found in the Stickney Well in North 
Reading. That case, too could have 
been caused by painters cleaning 
their brushes and dumping the 
cleaning fluid on the ground. Whether 
or not tests were taken, as was the 
case in Wilmington, is not known. 

‘There are many possible sources of 
TCE, of course. But none has been 
pinpointed as causing the con- 
tamination of the wells. 


TCE, it has been shown in the case 
of Long Island, New York, can travel 
long distances underground, if the 
geology is conducive. Sixty public 
wells and many private ones have 
been shut down in Nassau and Suffolk 
counties. The cost of an alternative 
water supply, the US Environmental 
Protection Agency (EPA) was told is 
“close to impossible” according to a 
story which appeared in the 
Street Journal last August. 

TCE shows up in many places 
where it was not suspected. It has 
been found in California, lowa, In- 
diana, Colorado, and in a rural 
community in New Jersey. It has 
been found in both Bucks and Mon- 
tgomery Counties, in Pennsylvania. 

In those counties the Federal 
Center for Disease Control tested 130 
persons. Tiny metabolic traces of the 
chemical were found in a few samples 
of urine. No overt health problems 
were found. The count of deaths from 
liver cancer (which TCE is suspected 
of causing) failed to uncover anything 
unusual. 


A Bucks County woman was found 
to have been water for 
months and perhaps for years that 
contained 8,000 ppb. of TCE. Local 
health officials could find no ill ef- 


fects. 
But Robert Harris, of the 
President's Council on En- 


possibilities than he is of the effects of 
TCE on gene mutations and birth 
defects, according to the Wall Street 
Journal. He stated, that paper goes 
on to report, that TCE does combine 
with DNA, the cell's control center 
and “we don't know what effect that 
has over time on the gene pool.”’ 

“TCE, now only a trace pollutant, 
could be the start of a much greater 
contarhination, and that’s a real 

” Harris is quoted as saying. 

In Wilmington the Water and Sewer 
Commissioners aj to be ahead. 

The TCE problem, not fully an- 
‘swered as yet, appears to be in hand. 
Anew pipe line has been laid from the 
Chestnut Street well to the new water 
purification station, now being con- 
structed off Butters Row. That water 
purification facility is designed to do 
two things. 

Itwill take iron ore out of the water, 
and it will remove all of any TCE that 
is to be found in the water. 

Whether or not any other such 
facility is being constructed, in 
Massachusetts or elsewhere is not 
known to this paper. But, in 
Wilmington, the problem seems to be 
well in hand. 

The completion date for the water 
purification station is April 15, 1981. 
‘The cost will be about $2,750,000. That 
money (bonding) was appropriated 
by the town. 

Dollarwise, the commissioners 
have spent 65 percent of the money 
appropriated. Time-wise, the work is 
on schedule. 

All of which can be reported along 
with a letter that the Commissioners 
received last Thursday, from the 
DEQE. 

Because of the iron ore problem, 


from bog iron, and becauseof-the 
TCE problem too, the commissioners 
last June looked forward to a hard 
summer, with inadequate water 


supply for Wilmington, as measured 
by rainfall, was 10 percent below 
normal. There were several wells 
shut down because of the of 
iron ore. And, of course, the Chestnut 
Street well was shut down, because of 
TCE. 


Now the summer is practically 
over. People have stopped, to a large 
degree, the watering of lawns and 
gardens. 

Last Thursday the commissioners 


opened a letter from the DEQE. 
Four months after the request was 


made, authority was granted to the 
water and sewer commissioners to 
shut down the water supply, in an 
emergency. 

It does not appear that such an 
emergency power, not used this year, 
will be necessary next year. 

If, as it seems, the new water 
purification station is completed by 
April 15, 1961, there should be plenty 
of water in the water system of 
Wilmington. The Aldrich Road wells, 


and others, shut down by the presence * 


of iron ore, will presumably be badk 
in full use. The TCE contamination 
now present in the water from the 
Chestnut Street well will have been 
removed. 

And anyone who wants to, will be 
able to start on a 40 year program of 
drinking two quarts of water every 
day, just for the fun of it, without 
worrying about TCE.

Wildcats call conference bluff;

‘The ‘premier’ is Saturday, and the 
reviews will be ‘watched’ closely, 
especially in Tewksbury and 
Wilmington where the high school 
football teams are expected to give a 
typical ‘college’ club from Chelm- 
sford a run for its money in the ex- 
parded Merrimack Va Valley Con- 


‘The conference that was one of the 
most solid and competitive leagues in 
the state has become a 14 team ‘super 
conference,’ as some proponents of 
the expansion like to call it, with the 
addition of Haverhill, Lowell, Greater 
Lowell and Greater Lawrence. 

‘The league now also features a two 
division set-up, with Andover, Austin 
Prep, Central Catholic, Lawrence, 
Methuen, Greater Lawrence and 
Haverhill in the MVC East, and 
‘Tewksbury, Wilmington, Chelmsford, 
Dracut, Billerica, Greater Lowell and 
Lowell in the MVC West. 

On paper at least, the West appears 
to be the stronger division with 
Chelmsford, Tewksbury, Wilmington 
and Dracut all old hands at 
challenging each other for the con- 
ference championship. 

‘The East however, is more of a 
question mark- with only Haverhill a 
solid team moving over from the 
tough Greater Boston League- picked 
by most as a contender for the title. 
Lawrence, Methuen and Andover 
could apply some pressure if each can 
avoid a slow start, 

As far as the local teams go, 
Tewksbury coach Bob Aylward has 
Treason to worry about an inex- 
perienced offensive line that must 
protect perhaps the league's best 
quarterback in senior Dennis Vecchi. 
The defense is also relatively inex- 


In Wilmington, coach John Ritchie, 
from the Fred 0 school of 
“we ain't got this year,” 
would like to have the rest of the 
conference believe that the Wildcats 
will suit up a bunch of guys playing 
football for the first time and try to 
make the best of it, 

Wilmington has several fine of- 
fensive and defensive linemen up 
from an unbeaten junior varsity
